Whereas the applicant abovenamed has made a com- 
plaint that the freight rates for Gypsum from Badwasi to 
Lakheri, Banmor, Jukehi, Khalari, Jhinkpani, Sevalia, and 
Surajpur are unreasonable in themselves and also rela- 
tively unreasonable in comparison with station-to-station 
rates for Gypsum from Jamsar and Kavas to Sindri and 
that the concerned railways have subjected the traffic from 
Badwasi to undue or unjust discrimination or disadvan- 
tage in having refused to quote through station-to-station 
rates from Badwasi to the stations mentioned, on the same 
basis as the special rates to Sindri and has prayed for the 
introduction of station-to-station rates from Badwasi to 
the stations concerned at rates based at WL/C scale less 20 
per cent ;
